Central Figures Ride Together. 


Escorted by troops of cavalry, Mr. 
Coolidge, as President, #nd Mr. 
Hoover, as President-elect, had gone 
together from the White House to 
the Capitol, followed by Vice Presi- 
dent Dawes and Vice President-elect 
When the proceedings at 
the Capitol had been completed, the 
former President said good-bye to his 
successor and went to the Union Sta- 
tion to take his train for Northamp- 
ton. 

As it was drawing out of Washing- 
ton the new President was receiving 
the acclamations of a multitude 
while he reviewed the most elaborate 
military. and civic parade that 
Washington had seen on a Presiden~ 
tial inauguration day since a dev- 
astating blizzard wrecked the out- 
door ceremonies prepared for the in- 
duction of William Howard Taft as 
President just twenty years ago. 
And the rain kept coming down. 

The first drops of the sprinkle that 
later became a downpour were pat- 
tering on .the massive white dome of 
the Capitol as the protagonists of the 
Senate ceremonies passed in digni- 
fied procession from the great cen- 
tral rotunda into the open air.. The 
Presidential oath-taking function 
took place on a far-reaching wooden 
platform erected over the long flight 
of stone sepe leading to the Capi- 
tol’s east entrance, where nearly all 
other Presidents have been inducted 
into office. Its chief feature was a 
covered pavilion without sides and 
here Mr. Hoover stood as he d@& 
livered his ina al address after 
affirming the oath.

One squadron of army bombers 
from Langley Field managed to 
penctrate the murk long enough to 
fly over the route of the parade, 
apart from the military formation 
of planes which took off from the 
sea of mud which was Bolling Field. 
The Langley Field flyers raced back 
to the Marine Corps base at Quan- 
tico after this greeting to their new 
commander-in-chief. 

The formation of the aerial parade 
was reversed from that scheduled, 
the lighter-than-air craft, headed by 
the majestic Los Angeles, its silvery 
sides almost merging with the murk 
and fog, preceding the planes over 
the line of march. 

The big dirigible, with its blimp

President Hoover’s words in his in- 
augural speech on the enforcement 
of prohibition were a direct attack 
upon New York State, in the opinion 
of Orville Poland, attorney for the 
State Anti-Saloon League, he said 
last night. 

“It seems to me that his remarks 
could not have been more appropri- 
ately aimed at New York State if he 
had mentioned the State by name,”’ 
Mr. Poland said. ‘‘That portion of 
his address which referred to the 
obligation upon the States to exer- 
cise their powers to enforce the law 
not only places the responsibility di- 
rectly on the States, but also blames 
New York State for the troubles and 
abuses which have arisen under the 
Eighteenth Amendment. 

“The plain lesson to be drawn is 
that if the majority party of this 
State looks to Hoover for leadership, 
there is only one thing for the party 
to do, and that is to get right with 
Hoover and to pass the State en- 
forcement law. One of the great 
reasons for abuses under the amend- 
ment, Mr. Hoover pointed out, is 
that some of the States—and there 
are only three of them—have not! 
done what they should. 

“Furthermore, Mr. Hoover inti- 
mates very strongly that any official 
who takes his oath io uphold the 
; Constitution is recreant in his duty 
j= not enforcing prohibition. This 
applies not only to officials in a po- 
lice capacity, but also by plain infer- | 
ence of logic to the legislators of the 
State.’’

Scene of Solemn Ceremony. 


Today’s setting of the Senate 
Chamber was the same as it was 
four years ago, except that some 
of the parts of the drama were | 
taken by new actors.

office, Herbert Hoover. 

They faced an audience which in-|

States, the officers of the Cabinets 
et Mr. Coolidge and Mr. Hoover, | 
and a great array of well-dressed | 
women who thronged the galleries.

IN RARE VIEW OF CITY | 


Sights end Sends of Inaugural |

ABOARD THE AIRSHIP LOS 
ANGELES, March 4 (?).—One broad 
| flight of clear sky, sandwiched he- 
tween cloudbanks which cut this 
giant airship off from the world for 
long worrisome periods, appeared | 
above Pennsylvania Avenue in 
; Washington today to give a brief 
glimpse of the inaugural parade to 
the few aboard the airship. 

Both immediately before and after 
the Los Angeles seemed a lost craft. 
| At first four blimps, two from the 
| army and two from the navy, had 
bounced capriciously near by as 
neighbors to the airship as all 
marked time over Maryland, wait- 
ing radio instructions to start the 
first air inaugural parade. Then the 
beating rain hid the blimps from 
sight, except for fleeting glimpses, 
as they manoeuvered around their 
big sister. 

An order was heard from the con- 
trol car. The Los Angeles’ propel- 
lers spun more rapidly, and the ship 
banked over in a long curve. Then 
came the opening in the clouds. 
Across the Anacostia River the cap- 
ital could be seen, and behind us, 
swinging into line, the blimps. 

Nearing Eastern Washington we 
saw one wide avenue stretching to 
beyond the White House. The city, 
1,200 feet below, appeared to be a 
phantom land at deep twilight. 

All the streets glistened blackly, the | 
outskirts were deserted; but crowds 
of individuals swarmed together at 
its heart, automobiles shone like so 
many beetles. Here and _ there 
squares were outlined by red or 
khaki dots—military organizations 
waiting to parade. 

The. Capitol loomed large. Before 
it stood row on row of empty chairs 
looking like thin threads. The time 
was 2:53, which officers said was 
the exact moment the airship was 
due at that point. 

The air parade proceeded slowly, 
but it seemed that it was only a 
matter of seconds before we were 
over the White House. Music of 
bandsmen, who could be singled out 
by dull glints from their instruments 
as they marched, could be heard. A 
few persons looking up at the air- 
ship could be seen by the white of 
their faces, especially around the 
White House. 

When the route had been covered 
the Los Angeles again was swallowed 
by the clouds as it turned to get a 
tail wind and headed for Lakehurst, 
N, J., at ninety miles an hour,

Weakness in System 


The most malign of all these dan- 
gers today is disregard and dis- 
obedience of law. Crime is increas- 
ing. Confidence in rigid and speedy 
justice is decreasing. I am not pre- 
pared to believe that this indicates 
any decay in the moral fibre of the 
American people. I am not pre- 
pared to believe that it indicates 
an impotence of the Federal Gov- 
ernment to enforce its laws. 

It is only in part due to the addi- 
tional burdens imposed upon our 
judicial system by the Eighteenth 
Amendment. The problem is much 
wider than that. Many influences 
had increasingly complicated and 
weakened our law enforcement 
organization long before the adop- 
tion of the Eighteenth Amend- 
ment. 

To re-establish the vigor and 
efffectiveness of law enforcement 
we must eritically consider the 
entire Federal machinery of jus-.

Relation of Government to A prise 


The election has again confirmed 
the determination of the American 
people that regulation of private 
enterprise, and not government 
ownership or operation, is the 
course rightly to be pursued in our 
relation to business. 

In recent years we have estab- 
lished a differentiation in the 
whole method of business regule- 
tion between the industries which 
produce and distribute commodi- 
ties on the one hand, and public 
utilities on the other. In the for- 
mer, our laws insist upon effective 
competition; in the latter, because 
we substantially confer a monopoly 
by limiting competition, we must 
regulate their services and rates. 
The rigid enforcement of the laws 
applicable to both groups is the 
very base of equal opportunity and 
freedom from domination for all 
our people, and it is just as essen- 
tial for the stability and prosperity 
of business itself as for the protec- 
tion of the public at large. 

Such regulation should he ex- 
tended by the Federal Government 
within the limitations of the Con- 
stitution and only when the indi- 
vidual States are without power to 
protect their citizens through their 


abuses. Such progress, however, 
ean continue only so long as busi- 
ness manifesis its respect for law. 
There is an equally important 
field of cooperation by the Federal 
Government with the multitude of 
agencies, State. municipal and pri- 
vate, in the systematic develop- 
ment. of those processes which di- 
rectly affect public health, recrea- 
tion, education. and: the home. 
We have need further to perfect 
the means by which government 
can be adapted to human service. 
eho education is primarily a 
responsibility of the States and lo- 
cal communities, and rightly so, 
yet the nation as a whole is vitally 
concerned in its development every- 
where to the highest standards and 
to complete universality. Self-gov- 
ernment can succeed only through 
an instructed electorate. Our ob- 
jective is not simply to overcome 
illiteracy. The nation has marched 
far beyond that. The more com- 
plex the problems of the nation be- 
come, the greater is the need for 
more and more advanced instruc- 
tion. Moreover, as our numbers 
increase and as our life expands 
with science and invention, we 
must discover more and more lead- 
ers for every walk in our national 
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system. as is .our | nomic bo roiits. s 
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and infinitely more 
uffering end, pro- 
motion of human hsppinecs. 


World Peace the Basis of Prosperity 


The United States fully accents 
the profound truth that our own 
progress, prosperity and peace are 
interlocked with the progress, 
prosperity and peace of all hu- 
manity. The whole world is at 
peace The dangers to a continua- 
tion of this peace today are largely 
the fear and suspicion which ‘still 
haunt the world. No suspicion or 
fear can be rightly directed toward 
our country. 

Those who have a true under- 
standing of America know that we 
have no desire for territorial ex- 
pansion, for economic or other 
domination of other peoples. Such 
purposes are repugnant to our 
ideals of human freedom. Our 
form of government is ill adapted 
responsibilities which, in- 
evitably follow permanent limita- 
tion of the independence of other 
peoples. 

Superficial observers seem 
find no destiny for our aboundi 
increase in population, in wealt 
and power except that of imperial- 
ism. They fail to see that the 
American people are engrossed in 
the building for themselves of a 
new economic system, a new s0- 
cial system, a new political sys- 
tem-—-all of which are character- 
ized by aspirations of freedom of 
opportunity and thereby are the 
negation of imperialism. 

They fail to realize that, hecanse 
of our abounding prosperity our 
youth are pressing more and 
more into our institutions of learn- 
ing; that our people are seeking a 
larger vision through literature, 
science and travel; that they. are 
mars toward stronger moral and 

jritual life—thet from these 

things our sympathies are broad- 
ening beyond the bounds of our 
nation and race toward their true 

expression in a real brotherhood of 
MAN. 

They fail to see that the idealism 
of America will lead it to no nar- 
row or selfish channel, but inspire 
it to do its full share as a nation 


to 


toward the advancement of civili- 
zation. It will do that not by -nere 
declaration but by taking a prec- 
tical part in support of all useful 
international undertakings. We 
not only desire peace with the 
world, but to see peace maintained 
throughout the world. We wish to 
advance the reign of justice and 
reason toward the extinction of 
force. 

The recent treaty for the renun- 
ciation of war as an instrument of 
national policy sets an advanced 
standard in our conception of the 
relations of nations. Its acceptance 
should pave the way to greater 
limitation of armament, ‘he offer 
of which we sincerely extend to 
the world. 

But its full realization also im- 
plies a greater and greater perfec- 
tion in the instrumentalities for 
pacific settlement of controversies 
between nations. In the creation 
and use of these instrumentalitics 
we should support every sound 
method of conciliation, arbitration 
and judicial settlement. 

American statesmen were among 
the first to propose and they have 
constantly urged upon the world, 
the establishment of a tribunal for 
the settlement of controversies of 
a justicieble character. The Per- 
manent Court of International Jus- 
tice in its major purpose is thts 
peculiarly identified with Ameri- 
can ideals and with .American 
statesmanship. No more potent in- 
sirumentality for this purpose has 
been conceived and no other is 
practicable of establishment. 

The reservations placed upon otr 
adherence should not be misinter- 
preted. The United States seeks by 
these reservations no special privi- 
lege or advantage, but only to 
clarify our relation to advisory 
opinions and other matters which 
are subsidiary to the major 
purposes of the Court. The way 
should, and I believe will, be found 
bv which we may take our proper 
place in a movement so fundamen- 
tal to the progress of peace.

WASHINGTON, March 4.—In the 
most extensive broadcasting ever at- 
tempted, the story of the inaugura- 
tion.of Herbert Hoover as President 


was told today by radio announcers 
not only to all the people of the 
United States who listened in at re- 
ceiving sets, but also, it is believed, 
to those in the remotest parts of the 
world. 

A final check-up with company 
officials revealed that fifty stations 
in cities from coast to coast were 
joined in a network of the Columbia 
Broadcasting system, while sixty- 
seven stations, also from coast to 
coast, formed the National Broad- 
casting Company chain. 

The latter were augmented by three 
short-wave stations, W8XK, operated 
in connection with the Westinghouse 
station KDKA at Pittsburgh, and 
W2KD and W2XAF’, which are con- 


nected with the General Electric sta- 
tion WGY at Schenectady. It was 
from these short-wave stations that 
the inaugural account was_ sent 
abroad. 

Confirmation of the expectation 
that the broadcast would be virtually 
world-wide was received by the Na- 
tional company at night. The com- 
pany was informed by cablegram 
that the radio account of the es 
ration was heard throughout the - 
waiian Islands. The National’s 
broadcast was sent on shore waves 
from a transmitter operated by sta- 
tion KGO in San Francisco and was 
picked up and rebroadcast by sta- 
tion KGU in Honolulu. 


British System Joins In. 


Reports from Schenectady, where 
two short-wave transmitters were 
operated, indicated that the descrip- 
tive broadcast was heard throughout 
Europe. The British Broadcasting 
System had announced that it would 
carry the account for English listen- 
ers. Officials of station KDKA said 
that foreign reception on short wave 
broadcasting had come to be ac- 
cepted as a matter of course. 

The evident success of the vast 
broadcast had been made possible 
by a development of continuity, in

WASHINGTON, March 4.—Pres- 
ident Coolidge indulged in his 
piquant humor on the last day of 
his term.

More than 500 telephone technicians 
and engineers were employed in 
maintaining the wire lines. About 
forty of these were in Washington. 

There were 300 telephone line re- 
peaters in service to boost the voice 
currents at various points through- 
out the country.

The northern trunk passed 
through Minnesota and Montana, 
the central trunk through St. Louis 
and Denver, and the southern 
through New Mexico to Los Angeles. 
More than 90,600 miles of wire were 
actually in constant use throughout 
a me part of the day for the pre- 
sentation. 


Considering that this event repre- 
sented the most extensive station 
hook-up in radio history, there was 
comparatively little disturbance on 
the air, although broadcasting was 
temporarily suspended for about two 
minutes on all stations at 12:15 
P. M., just as Vice President Curtis 
began his address. This interrup- 
tion was caused by the burning out 
of a filament circuit in the telephone 
service, and affected all networks. 
Broadcasting over WEAF and asso- 
ciated stations was suspended for 
forty seconds just before 11:30 A. M., 
due to the blowout of a fuse.

WASHINGTON, March 4.—Presi- 
dent Hoover will discuss the Mexican 
question at a conference with Secre- 
tary .Kellogz tomorrow. Owing to 
his inauguration Mr. Hoover was un- 
able to give attention to the subject 
today.

Numbered 50,000 Trained Soldiers 
Before Sonora and Vera Cruz 
Forces Began Uprising. 


The Mexican Army of today, facing 
a new test of loyalty to the present 


government, is a well-trained, fully 
equipped fighting force of about 
000 men of the three arms, infantry, 
cavalry and artillery. The old non- 
deseript army, including jailbirds 
forcibly inducted into service, has 
passed into history. 

Backed by modern artillery, air- 
planes and motor transportation, and 
equipped with modern seven-milli- 
meter Mauser rifles, hand grenades 
and machine guns, and clothed in 
serviceable uniforms, blankets, over- 
coats and shoes, the Mexican Army 
of today is a first-rate fighting ma- 
chine, trained by hard marches and 
kept on edge by constant skirmishes 
with bandits and rebel groups.

WARSAW, March 4.—The report of 
Charles S. Dewey, financial adviser 
to the Polish Government, for the 
last quarter of 1928 was made public 
today. Mr. Dewey says the stabiliza- 
tion plan is functioning smoothly 
with receipts from customs totaling 
about 150,000,000 zlotys (about $16,- 
830,000), while the amount. required 
for the service of the stabilization 
loan is about 17,000,000 zlotys (about 
$1,907,400). 

Regarding the budget for 1929-1930, 
Mr. Dewey says it is well balanced. 
The amount the government con- 
templates spending on permanent ad- 
ditions and capital improvements to 
State property is 592,000,000 zlotys 
The budget is so arranged that part 
of the program may be discontinued 
in the event of the revenue receipts 
suffering a decline. 

Poland’s balance of payments is 
analyzed in the report very carefully. 
Poland, it shows, has suffered un- 
favorable trade balances every month 
since April, 1927. The stabilization 
of the zloty increased Poland’s credit 
abroad and stimulated imports. The 
unfavorable trade balance of 1928, 
amounting to 851,000,000 zlotys was 
covered by foreign banking credits 
and foreign loans to municipalities 
during the first nine months of the 
year. 

The imports were chiefly due to the 
necessity of replacing articles and 
machinery destroyed during the war. 
The high point of imports was

The commission, which is likely to 
embrace the personnel of the exist- 
ling legislative commission on avia- 
tion, will have as members five As- 
semblymen, three Senators, the Re- 
publican majority leaders ex-officio 
and also two persons appointed by 
the Governor. An appropriation of 
$40,000 will be available.

Not 2 shot was fired in Mvron C. 
Fagan’s blistering drama, ‘‘Indiscre- 
tion,’? which was put on at the Mans- 
field last evening. Not 2 single body 
dropped on the floor with the dull, 
sickening thud of homicide. But the 
emotions were tempestuous, the pas- 
sions flamed, the villains chopped off 
their words nastily and the great ac- 
tress’s temperament spurted up and 
down the piano keyboard like the 
beat of a mad ocean surf. For Mr. 
Fagan, who was recently represented 
here by ‘‘The Great Power,’ is an 
author who dares plumb life to the 
deep, dark, cold depths of profundity. 
So far down did he get last evening 
below the pettiness of normal social 
life that the audience hissed the vil- 
lain and booed the sniveling rotter 
who had neglected to marry the 
beautiful Margaret, although she had 
borne him a child. 

For nearly four acts she was 
‘neither maid, wife nor widow,’’ like 
the lechrymose heroine of the old- 
time thriller that is now in Hoboken. 
He was the son of a railroad mag- 
nate who had, as they say, ‘‘other 
pians.’’ She was 2 simple lass who 
had lost her head. When he left her 
in Venice to rush to his dying fa- 
ther’s bedside, he promised to come 
back. But the lawyer he sent to her 
afterward double-crossed him in his 
own nefarious interest. So she strug- 
gied through life, heart-broken, de- 
serted and drooping, until she be-

This is a familiar 
impersonation, about which there is 
nothing particularly new to be said, 
but the effect of the remarkable art 
of Mr. Chaliapin is never that of a 
thrice-told tale. The observer may 
like it or not; he cannot remain in- 
different, and he cannot forget it. 
Those who scrupulously compare the 
score with Mr. Chaliapin’s interpre- 
tation of it will find that hs takes 
certain liberties with his text, or 
rather his music, and these liberties 
would not be accepvtable with an 
artist of less individuality and 


dramatic power. 

With Chaliapin much is forgiven, 
and justly, in exchange for what is 
received. If he cared to combine his 
own dominating individuality with 
the letter as well as the spirit of the 
text, we would have a more precise 
representation of the Boris created 
by Moussorgsky. As it is, the spirit 
of the overa is remarkably co 
cated by its principal figure, and 
whatever is done has at least 2 logic 
of concenvtion beck of it. Mr. Chalia- 
pin retains 2 singular ability to pro- 
ject every phase of an impersonation 
over the footlights, and to convey 
psychology 2s well as exterior event. 
Some might say that in the scene of | 
the ticking clock, for example, hs 
was melodramatic. So is the drama, 
based on history, melodramatic. So 
is the entire scene, which is grisly, | 
and one of the most powerful in the 
opere. 

The audiences that attend ‘Boris 
Godunoff”’ are believed by the skep- 
tical to come for the purpose of s¢ce- 
ing and hearing Mr. Chalianin. We 
are optimistic enough to disagree 
with this estimate. No doubt 2 
Chaliapin was required to impress 
so unusual a work upon an unpre- 
pared public when it was first pre- 
sented here, but today ‘‘Boris’’

Antoni Sala’s Recital. 


Antoni Sala, Spanish violoncellist, 
made his first appearance in New 
York last night in Town Hall. Mr. 
Sala, playing a sonata by Porpora 
and an Andante-Allegro by Trincklir, 
displayed a rich and agreeable tone, 
with many fine shades of sonority, 
ranging from a full and sonorous 
‘forte’ to a triple pianissimo. When 
he did not force his tone or encounter 
2 ——— poorly scored for his in- 
strument he played with warm and 
pleasurable ect. It is not to be 
said that he gave evidence of com- 
manding authority and power in in- 
terpretation so much as he charmed 
his listeners by his expressive canti- 
lena. His interpretations, however, 
were inclined to be sugary.

Its principal 
attributes are its excellent photog- 
raphy and its cleverly designed 
scenic effects. Its episodes are like 
a nightmare. People turn up from 
other-lands.and match wits with the 
evil genius of hi, who makes his 
headquarters in ndon. 

There are several nests of spies in 
this confused tale, and Sonia, a 
blonde with high cheekbones, falls 
desperately in love with a young 
man named Donald Tremaine, who 
is a member of a rival clique. In 
one subtitle it is set forth that Sonia 
likes the young man so well because 
he looks like her brother, and in an- 
other bit of text it appears that 
Tremaine’s compatriots were re- 
sponsible for the death of Sonia’s 
brother and father. 

Strange things happen in the 
course of this espionage adventure. 
There is a remarkable ‘‘shot’’ of two 
pugilists in a ring, and it seems at 
the moment as if the man in the 
projection booth had made a mis- 
take and put in a reel of another 
picture. But no, such is not the 
case. The camera draws back and 
one perceives the scene widen. The 
boxers go to their corners and the 
space surrounding the squared ring 
is filled wtih dancing couples. And 
at one end of the room is the sup- 
posedly psralytic Haghi, who ap- 
pears to have such uncanny powers 
through the curious electrical con- 
trivances in his office that he is able 
to keep track of all that is going on 
in London and on the Continent.

This follows his expres- 
sion of the hope that the United 
States may soon find a way to take 
its “proper place” in the World 
Court. As if fearing that this might 
Jead some Republicans to question 
the soundness of his conversion from 
his old faith in the League of Na- 
tions, he hastens to inform them that 
he will not revert to his advocacy of 
our joining the League. In other 
words, after professing unlimited de- 
votion to peace and willingness to 
work with every agency for its pro- 
motion, Mr. Hoover turns his back 
on the greatest peace organization 
in the world today. Such is the dis- 
tance which the whirligig of politics 
has carried him since 1920! 


The President has some excellent 


things to say about government by 
party. It is necessary in order to 
place responsible men in power and 
give them instruments with which to 
work. But it should never be pushed 
to the point of intolerance, or forget 
that the government which it comes 
to control is really that of the whole 
people. So Mr. HOOVER would allow 
no place in his administration for 
“the animosities of election,” and 
would have patriotic citizens of all 
parties work together for the com- 
mon weal. The President admits the 
obligations laid upon him by the Re- 
publican platform and by his own 
campaign pledges.

ALBANY, N. Y., March 4.—Un- 
der a bill introduced tonight in 
the Legislature by Assemblyman 
Louis A. Cuvillier, New York, 
Democrat, the State would impose 
a tax of 1 cent on each package 
of cigarettes, 3 cents a pound on 
smoking and chewing tobacco and 
10 cents on each box containing 
twenty-five or more cigars. 

Additional revenue of between 
$50,000,000 and $60,000,000 a year 
would be provided for the State 
through the enactment of the 
measure, Assemblyman Cuvillier 
said. 

“Governor Rooseveli and the 
Republican leaders are fighting 
over the tax reduction and my 
bill would solve their ‘roubies,” 
Mr. Cuvillier declared. 

‘“‘A tax on tobacco and cigaret*es 
is nothing more than a luxury tax, 
and I do not believe there would 
be any opposition to it on the part 
of the smokers.

application was made.’’ 

After the receivership action was 
started against the ribbon concern | 
on May 5, 1927, the New York Trust | 
Company began foreclosure proceed- | 
‘ings. Judge Winslow ordered the, 
'two actions to be consolidated. The | 
Circuit Court of Appeals yesterday 
| modified Judge Winslow’s order. by | 
striking out ‘“‘the provision for the’ 
appointment of the equity receivers 
as receivers in the foreclosure ac-! 
tion.’’ The receivers were E. Bright | 
Wilson, Joseph F. Mann and Paul S. | 
Salombier. 

Judge Explains Finding. 

Presiding Judge Martin T. Manton 
explained the finding in part as fol- | 
lows: 
“Tt is contended that the court was 
without power to deny to the trus- 
tees the right of foreclosure. Also 
that in the extension of the recciver- | 
ship in consolidating the causes the) 
district court imposed conditions that | 
it had no power to impose, which 
would result in subjecting the funds | 
to be obtained by the sale of the 
property under the foreclosure suit | 
to the expenses of the receivership, 
including the compensation of re- 
ceivers and their attorneys. The trus- 
tee, since there was a default in the 
mortgage, had the absolute right to 
foreclose, and on application made, 
to the district court as custodian of 
the property on which the trustee 
held the mortgage lien, leave to 
proceed should have been granted. 
The court may not so limit this right 
of foreclosure as to deprive appellant, 
as a lien creditor, of the full amount 
of its lien.” 

Judge Manton set forth that the 
court below had lacked the authority 
to appoint receivers in the fore- 
closure suit “‘beeause no such appli- 
cation was made.’ .The_ trustee 
under the mortgage (New York Trust

Fire Quickly Put Out. 
Firemen worked swiftly on a short-

| plowed its way about eight feet into

Each train was made up of seven 
coaches, and Colnick, in the first 
coach of his train, was 
shaken. He has been a motorman 
for eighteen years and this was the 
first accident in which he had fig- 
ured in any: way. 

Investigations were begun by the 
Transit Commission and the police.

General Decline in Stocks for 
Inauguration Day—Call 
Money 8 Per Cent. 


The general and in some cases wide 
decline in prices which made up the 
stock market’s movement of inau- 
guration day will most reasonably be 
ascribed to last week’s wild perform- 
ances on the side of rising prices, es- 
pecially in Friday’s 6,000,000-share 
market. Wall Street itself was 
scared at those excesses, but prob- 
ably the greater number of potential 
sellers withheld their orders so as to 
take advantage of the speculative 
outside public’s expected enthusiasm 
over the inaugural ceremonies. Cal- 
culations of that kind are tradition- 
ally apt to overreach themselves—as 
they did on that very famous occa- 
sion when mistrustful holders of 
stocks, in November, 1920, refrained 
from seeking safety until Harding’s 
election was announced, with the re- 
sult of a crash in prices when all of 
them tried to sell at once. 

Mr. Hoover’s inaugural address 
made no reference to the present un- 
usual phases of the financial situa- 
tion; there was no reason for expect- 
ing it. The new President drew the 
picture forcibly and correctly of the 
prevailing American prosperity. That 
‘we have reached a higher degree of 
comfort than ever before existed in 
the history of the world,’’ and that we 
are building ‘‘a.new civilization great 
in its own attainments” were as- 
surances which Mr. Hoover has often 
made before and in which his fellow- 
citizens concur; but specific remark 
on economic or financial phenomena 
of the moment was naturally not at- 
tempted. Except on the few occa- 
sions of our history, as in 1893 and 
1837, when a new Executive took of- 
fice in the face of rapidly approach- 
ing financial panic,-such considera- 
tions are traditionally left to be dealt 
with as they call for action. 

One of the indicators of the Wall 
Street situation was made public 
after the close of business yesterday. 
The Stock Exchange’s compilation of 
its members’ borrowings at the end 
of February showed $56,618,325 re- 
duction during that month. This 
was almost exactly parallel to the 
net reduction .in the Reserve Bank’s 
weekly compilations between Jan. 30 
and Feb. 27, which was $52,000,000— 
made up of $110,000,000 increase in 
the first week of February, $192,000,- 
000. decrease in the next two weeks, 
and $30,000,000 expansion last week. 
The Stock Exchange’s figures there- 
fore reflect the reaction in stocks 
and the loan curtailment which fol- 
lowed the Reserve Board’s warning, 
but do not indicate either the extrav- 
agances of four weeks ago or the 
tendencies of the moment. 

Its compilation includes, as the 
weekly statement of brokers’ loans 
does not, the advances by foreign 
banks and agencies. Whether it re- 
flects a change last month in col- 
lateral loans made by such foreign 
lenders, can only be conjectured. The 
Stock Exchange’s report of borrow- 
ings from other sources than New 
York banks and trust companies 
shows reduction of $25,635,000 in Feb- 
ruary. But since the Federal Re- 
serve compilations have reflected in- 
crease of more than $100,000,000 dur- 
ing the month in “loans by others’’ 
—covering chiefly direct advances by 
industrial companies—it is possible 
that the rise in the London bank rate 
may bave reduced considerably the 
foreign money loaned in Wall Street. 
For the rest, it need only be said that 
even the reduced total borrowings 
reported by the Stock Exchange are 
$287,000,000 greater than in the wild 
speculation at the end of last Novem- 
ber, and exceed the figure of a year 
ago by $2,356,000,000, or 544 per cent. 

The day’s decline in stocks was dis- 
tributed throughout the market. In 
active industrial shares it averaged 
2 to 3 points, but extreme reactions 
of 8, 9 and 10 were not infrequent, 
and the market’s closing was irreg- 
ular. Call money ruled at Friday’s 
closing rate of 8 per cent. Transac- 
tions on the Stock Exchange were 
above the recent average in amount, 
but nearly a million and a half shares 
less than Friday’s. 


BANK OF COMMERCE 
| - TO GIVE UP ITS TITLE 


$2,000,000,000 Institution to 
Result From Merger Will Be 
Called Guaranty Trast Co. 


The Guaranty Trust Company of 
New York will be the title of the 
$2,000,000,000 institution to be formed 
by a consolidation of the Guaranty 
Trust Company and the National 
Bank of Commerce, it was an- 
nounced yesterday. The title of the 
company was. one of the points left 
undecided when the merger agree- 
ment was announced last week. 

The elimination of the name of the 
National Bank of Commerce will 
mean the passing of a title that had 
been in existence since 1839 and that 
for generations has represented one 
of the leading financial institutions 
in Wall Street. The Bank of Com- 
merce did a large commercial bank- 
ing business and also had important 
foreign ‘connections, which will now 
be linked up with the Guaranty cr- 
ganization. : 

William C. Potter, president of the 
Guaranty Trust Company, who will 
be president of the combined insti- 
tution, sent a letter to stockholders 
yesterday in which he said that the 
special meetings of stockholders to 
ratify the mergers would be held on 
or about May 2, so that the combined 
institution could start business as a 
unit early in May. Before the merger 
agreement can be submitted for ac- 
tion by the stockholders, it is neces- 
sary that the National Bank of Com- 
merce give up its national charter 
and become a State bank, after 
which the two boards of directors 
will execute a formal merger agree- 
ment and the mode for carrying it 
into effect. It is expected that this 
action will be completed early in 
April, after which the stockholders’ 
pentines will be called.

Other Inauguration Days. 


The break in the stock market dur- 
ing yesterday’s inauguration ceremo- 
nies, after predictions had been made 
freely of another outbreak of. rising 
prices to greet the installing of the 
new administration, caused much ref- 
erence to the records to see what had 
happened on other recent inaugura- 
tion days. The market’s action yes- 
terday was found to be true to form. 
Contrary to general belief (based on 
the upward movement of prices after 
Mr. Coolidge’s election) his installa- 
tion on Wednesday, March 4, 1925, 
was accompanied by a break in 
prices running to 10 and 14 points in 
numerous active industrial stocks 
which had been bid up rapidly in the 
previous months of speculation. On 


Friday, March 4, 1921, when Mr. 
Harding was installed, the reports 
showed the stock market to have 
been weak and uncertain after a 
heavy decline in the three or four 
preceding days. There was little or 
no recovery, and a break of large

Sister graces 
occupy themselves in one way oF an-| 
other on the sand, one, impersonat-| 
ing vanity, decking herself with
